Bush senior hospitalized 
for bronchitis 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - For¬ 
mer US president George H.W. 
Bush has been hospitalized in 
Texas because of complica¬ 
tions from bronchitis, a hospi¬ 
tal spokeswoman said 
yesterday. 

Bush, who is 88, was in sta¬ 
ble condition at Methodist 
Hospital in Houston and is ex¬ 
pected to be released within 72 
hours, the spokeswoman, 
Stephanie Asin, told AFP. 

She declined to say exactly 
when Bush had been hospita¬ 
lized, saying only that he has 
been "in and out" of the facility 
for treatment of complications 
related to his bronchitis.

ORANJESTAD - As of 
Monday, December 3rd the 
public can begin paying for 
their 2013 number plates at 
the Tax Bureau. Customers 
can pay either at the bank or 
at the Tax Offices. 

The Tax Bureau notifies 
the general public, however, 
that it is possible to pay for 
and collect these plates only 
if the address of the person is 
correctly registered at the Tax 
Bureau. To collect the plates, 
the customer must show 
proof of payment and proof 
of valid insurance valid as of 
January 3, 2013. 

For 2013, the number 
plate colors are an orange 
background with white let¬ 
ters. 

For specific information 
relating to the payment and 
collection of these new 
plates, the customer should 
call the Tax Bureau at Tel. 
522-7423 ext. 679 or 713. 

Payment can be made ei¬ 
ther at the Offices in Ca- 
macuri or in San Nicolas, 
Santa Cruz, Savaneta or Pa- 
radera. Hence, either at the 
head office in Camacuri or at 
any of the auxiliary offices 
mentioned here. Payment 
can be made either in cash, 
via debit card (maestro), bank 
check or cashier’s check. 
They will not accept personal 
checks for payment, how¬ 
ever. 

For payment, the cus¬ 
tomer must present: 

1. Proof of vehicle regis¬ 
tration, 

2. Proof of payment of 
2012, valid permits for num¬ 
ber plates under B, TX, V, O 
and T designations. 

And, these can be paid 
only at the Tax Bureau. This 
is because these designations 
must be verified to ascertain 
if their permits are currently 
valid. In any event that the 
permit is not valid these cus¬ 


tomers will be directed to 
DOPV to have this rectified. 

Any customer who still 
owes on 2012 number plates 
will have to pay off that debt 
before paying for 2013. 

Paying via the bank has 
its restrictions: 

1. Can only pay for 2013. 
Not permitted to pay for mul¬ 
tiple years in one transaction 

2. Must pay for the full 
year of 2013. Not possible to 
pay for half or quarter year. 

3. Must have paid 2012 in 
full before payment for 2013 
will be accepted. 

4. Number plates with TX, 
T, O, V, designations cannot 
pay at the bank. 

5. Not possible to pay for 
two or more number plates in 
one transaction. 


6. Paying via internet, note 
that the option to “bill pay¬ 
ment” is not possible. “Funds 

Transfer” to the Tax Bu¬ 
reau is possible. 

Collect number Plates: 

As of December 3rd num¬ 
ber plates can be collected at 
the Camacuri Tax Bureau. Do 
bring along your proof of 
payment and valid insurance 
documents bearing the origi¬ 
nal seal of the insurance com¬ 
pany. Uninsured vehicles will 
not receive new 2013 number 
plates. 

Contact the Bureau for in¬ 
formation on paying for 10 or 
more number plates collec¬ 
tively. They have a special 
service for those with this 
need.

The tram service will be 
free, taking passengers from 
the western outskirts of the 
town to the main street, Caya 
Gilberto Frangoise “Betico” 
Croes, and back, with stops by 


major historical sites. This will 
also alleviate traffic in town, as 
shoppers can park behind the 
bus station and use the tram. 

Prime Minister expressed 
the importance of beautifying 
Oranjestad and providing this 
service to its important histo¬ 
rical and cultural sights. “We 
will present to island visitors 
an island with a distinctly 
Caribbean character, but still, 
progressing technologically 
and showing our advancement 
and sophistication.” 

The tram station is located 
in the shadow of what was the 
former DOW headquarters, 


empty now since 2009. Mr. 
Figaroa also announced that 
within six months, about the 
time they expect the tram ter¬ 
minal to be completed, they 
will begin renovating and re¬ 
furbishing the former DOW 
building to eventually house 
the main Census Office. This 
will afford ample parking and 
easy access to this very busy 
and important government of¬ 
fice, which now presents 
something of a problem at its 
present location in Oranjes¬ 
tad.

Ecuadoran villagers drag 
Chevron to Canadian court 


TORONTO (AFP) - A 19-year 
court battle that resulted in a 
staggering US$18.3 -billion 
judgment from an Ecuadoran 
court against Chevron last year 
moved to Canadayesterday as 
the plaintiffs seek to collect. 

Ecuadoran villagers who 
brought the original lawsuit 
over decades of oil pollution in 
the Amazon are asking an On¬ 
tario Superior Court to force 
Chevron to hand over 
CANS 12 billion in Canadian 
assets held by subsidiaries. 

The oil company, which has 
refused to pay, alleging fraud 
and bribery was used to obtain 
the ruling, says its Canadian 
subsidiaries are wholly inde¬ 
pendent and have nothing to 
do with this case. 

After two days of hearings 


this week, the judge is ex¬ 
pected to decide in January 
whether to recognize the 
Ecuadoran ruling. 

Chevron got tangled up in 
the legal quagmire when in 
2000 it purchased Texaco, 
which operated in the Lago 
Agrio region of Ecuador star¬ 
ting in the 1970s, leaving what 
the plaintiffs claim is an envi¬ 
ronmental mess in the Amazon 
jungle. 

Chevron contends that Te¬ 
xaco paid all of the required 
clean-up costs before exiting 
the country in the 1990s. 

The plaintiffs have also at¬ 
tempted to collect on the mas¬ 
sive judgment in Brazil and 
Argentina, where Chevron has 
operations. 


French court clears 
Continental on Concorde crash 


VERSAILLES (AFP) - A 
French court yesterday cleared 
Continental Airlines and one of 
its employees of criminal re¬ 
sponsibility for the July 2000 
crash of an Air France Con¬ 
corde. 

The US airline had been 
convicted of involuntary homi¬ 
cide in 2010 after a court ruled 


the crash was caused by a 
piece of metal that had fallen 
from one of its planes. 

In its ruling, an appeal court 
overturned the conviction but 
upheld an order that Continen¬ 
tal should pay one million 
euros ($1.3 million) to Air 
France for "damage to its 
image". 


Assange's lung condition 
'not urgent' 


LONDON (AFP) - Ecuador’s 
embassy in London published 
a clarification yesterday about 
the health of WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange, who 
has been living there for five 
months, saying there was no 
urgent problem. 

Ambassador Ana Alban, the 
South American country’s 
envoy to Britain, told reporters 
in Quito on Wednesday that 
Assange "has a chronic lung 
condition that could worsen at 
any time." 

A statement posted on the 
London embassy’s website 
today said: "In reference to re¬ 


ported comments of the Am¬ 
bassador Ana Alban, Julian As¬ 
sange does not have an urgent 
medical condition. 

"We continue to seek the 
assurances from the UK and 
Swedish governments to en¬ 
able him to live a normal life, 
free from the fear of extradi¬ 
tion to the United States. 

"The government of 
Ecuador requests that the UK 
government undertakes to 
guarantee any future humani¬ 
tarian assistance that Julian As¬ 
sange may need respecting the 
protection granted to him by 
Ecuador."

New page in Syria war as rebel missiles 
hit aircraft 


TOURMANIN (AFP) - In less 
than 24 hours, rebels used sur¬ 
face-to-air missiles to strike 
down two aircraft in northern 
Syria, marking a turning point 
in their war with forces of Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar al-Assad. 

Since the end of July, the 
Syrian regime has used fighter 
jets to try to suppress a growing 
insurgency. The air force has 
frequently bombarded rebel- 
held areas across the country, 
causing high casualties. 

But on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, rebels shot down a war¬ 
plane in the northern province 
of Aleppo, an AFP reporter 
said. 

The warplane crashed after 
it was hit by a massive explo¬ 
sion, a tower of thick black 
smoke rising into the sky, said 
the reporter, who was just a 
few kilometers away. 

The previous day insur¬ 
gents had downed an army he¬ 
licopter for the first time. 


"It’s a turning point," said 
Riad Kahwaji, expert at the In¬ 
stitute for Near East and Gulf 
Military Analysis (INEGMA). 

"If the Syrian air force 
starts losing several aircraft 
every day, that will be a signi- 
icant turning point because the 
regime will lose its superiority 
and will no longer be able to 
use its main means of delive¬ 
ring strong fire power effec¬ 
tively," Kahwaji told AFP. 

The jet fell on an olive 
grove a kilometer (less than a 
mile) away from the village of 
Tourmanin, north of the em¬ 
battled city of Aleppo. 

Yesterday, the Washington 
Post, citing Western and Mid¬ 
dle Eastern sources, reported 
that the rebels have obtained 
up to 40 shoulder-fired anti¬ 
aircraft missiles. 

Some of the missiles were 
supplied in the past weeks by 
Qatar, the newspaper reported. 

Wednesday’s attack, 


claimed by a rebel Free Syrian 
Army group, occurred near the 
Sheikh Suleiman base, the last 
garrison in government hands 
between Syria’s second city 
and the Turkish border. 

Dozens of rebels rushed to 
the scene minutes after the 
plane was shot down, crying 
out "Allahu Akbar!" (God is 
Greatest). 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights, a watchdog that relies 
on a network of activists and 
medics on the ground, also 
said the jet had been brought 
down with a missile. 

Rebels in Tourmanin said 
insurgent members of the 
Ahrar Daret Ezza group, whose 
name means the Free People of 
Daret Ezza, a nearby village, 
were responsible for the strike. 

The jet was the second gov¬ 
ernment aircraft to have been 
shot down by rebels using mis¬ 
siles in less than 24 hours.

Colombia negotiator says 'progress' in 
talks with rebels 


HAVANA (AFP) - Progress 
has been made in peace talks 
between Colombia's govern¬ 
ment and FARC rebels, Bo¬ 
gota's chief negotiator said 
yesterday in his first comments 
since negotiations began 10 
days ago. 

"I can say, as reflected in 
the joint statements, that we 
have made progress in accor¬ 
dance with our expectations," 
Humberto de la Calle told re¬ 
porters, as the two sides try to 
negotiate an end to Latin 
America's longest running 
guerrilla war. 


Colombian negotiators trav¬ 
eled yesterday to Bogota to 
consult with government offi¬ 
cials, de la Calle said, while 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia rebel delegates said 
they will remain in Havana. 

Talks will resume next 
week and address agrarian re¬ 
form, the parties said in a joint 
statement. 

Both sides also agreed to 
open a website — www. 
mesadeconversaciones.com.co 
— that, starting December 7, 
will include joint statements 
and allow for "virtual discus¬ 


sion." 

Following a preliminary 
round of talks in October in 
Norway, negotiations began in 
Havana on November 19 with 
the FARC declaring a unilat¬ 
eral two-month ceasefire. 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos however said 
that military operations against 
the guerrillas would continue 
until a deal is brokered. 

Both sides have expressed 
confidence that an end to the 
decades-long conflict that has 
claimed hundreds of thousands 
of lives is within reach.

US Senate panel passes 
email privacy measure 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Senate panel yesterday ap¬ 
proved a bill boosting privacy 
protections for email and other 
electronic communications in 
a vote after an uproar over a 
probe that toppled the CIA di¬ 
rector. 

The measure, which if en¬ 
acted would require police to 
obtain a warrant in most cases 
to access email accounts, drew 
immediate praise from privacy 
activists. 

The proposal sponsored by 
Senate Judiciary chairman 
Patrick Leahy had been pen¬ 
ding for some months in the 
panel. But it garnered in¬ 
creased attention after an in¬ 
vestigation that prompted the 
resignation of CIA chief David 
Petraeus following a search of 
email records. 

Leahy said in a tweet after 
the committee approved the 
measure by voice vote that it 
would "strengthen email pri¬ 
vacy protections" and was a 
"Rare step 4ward 4 public's 
privacy rights." 

Gregory Nojeim of the 
Center for Democracy and 
Technology said the bill of¬ 


fered a historic step for pri¬ 
vacy. 

"Our privacy laws are woe¬ 
fully outdated given the rapid 
advance of technology," he 
said. 

He said the measure "keeps 
the government from turning 
cloud providers into a one-stop 
convenience store for govern¬ 
ment investigators and requires 
government investigators to do 
for online communications 
what they already do in the of¬ 
fline world: Get a warrant." 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union also hailed the 
move. 

"This is an important gain 
for privacy. We are very happy 
that the committee voted that 
all electronic content like 
emails, photos and other com¬ 
munications held by compa¬ 
nies like Google and Facebook 
should be protected with a 
search warrant," said Chris 
Calabrese, ACLU legislative 
counsel. 

"We believe law enforce¬ 
ment should use the same stan¬ 
dard to search your inbox that 
they do to search your home." 


More than 100 arrested in 
Sao Paulo crackdown 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Police 
said yesterday they arrested 
107 people in a month-long 
anti-crime crackdown in 
Brazil's most populous city fo¬ 
cused on the notorious slum of 
Paraisopolis. 

Sao Paulo state Governor 
Geraldo Alckmin and his new 
security chiefs yesterday 
toured the slum, where more 
than 500 state military police 
were deployed in an attempt to 
end robberies, drug trafficking 
and weapons sales. 

The high-profile operation 
was launched in response to a 
wave of violence linked to an 
undeclared war between the 
state's military police force and 


a powerful prison gang known 
as the PCC, or First Command 
of the Capital. 

More than 300 people have 
been killed in Sao Paulo over 
the past month, with much of 
the violence blamed on prison 
gangs seeking revenge against 
police for anti-drug operations 
or tougher living conditions in¬ 
side jails. 

Nearly 100 police person¬ 
nel have been murdered across 
Sao Paulo state this year, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

In a related development, 
Human Rights Watch on yes¬ 
terday appealed to Brazilian 
states to curb all unlawful 
killings by their police forces.

Case dropped against Tunisian woman raped by police 

TUNIS (AFP) - Tunisian authorities on Thursday dropped a case of possible indecency 
against a young woman allegedly raped by two policemen, her lawyer said, adding the 
accused officers will now face charges. The 27-year-old rape victim faced possible in¬ 
decency charges with her fiance based on the testimony of the alleged rapists, police¬ 
men who say they took the couple by surprise in an "immoral position" just before the 
attack purportedly took place. A judicial source has previously said that the police had 
taken the couple by surprise as they were having sex in their car. Two of them then 
took the woman to the police car, where they raped her, while a third restrained and 
tried to extort money from her fiance, the source added. The case sparked a storm of 
protest in Tunisia, with NGOs, media and opposition figures saying the proceedings 
had transformed the victim into the accused and reflected the Islamist-led govern¬ 
ment's policy towards women.

J apanese firm develops 
health monitor for dogs 


TOKYO (AFP) - Worried the 
family dog is too chubby? 

Japanese information tech¬ 
nology giant Fujitsu says it 
may have the solution with a 
new health management serv¬ 
ice that lets owners keep a 
close eye on their pet’s exer¬ 
cise regimen through a pe¬ 
dometer attached to its collar. 

The ’’Wandant" counts how 
many steps the pooch took 
during its latest outing, with 
the data then available online 
for pet owners' perusal, Fujitsu 
says. 


"Wan" is Japanese for 
"woof', while "dant" comes 
from the word "pendant". 

The device also measures 
the dog's temperature, while 
owners can use an online diary 
to track how much their dog is 
eating, its weight and "stool 
conditions". 

"The data are presented 
graphically on a custom web¬ 
site that makes trends in the 
dog's activities easy to under¬ 
stand at a glance," according to 
the firm. 


Most HIV-positive US youth 
don't know they're sick 


CHICAGO (AFP) - More than 
a quarter of new HIV infec¬ 
tions in the United States strike 
young people aged 13 to 24 
and 60 percent of those don't 
know they're sick, health offi¬ 
cials said. 

An estimated 12,200 youth 
were infected with HIV in 
2010, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
said in a new study. 

Young gay and bisexual 
men and African American 
youths were hit hardest, and 
the study found a variety of 
reasons for risky behavior that 
increases the risk of contract¬ 
ing the virus. 

Only 13 percent of high 
school students and 35 percent 
of 18 to 24-year-olds have 
been checked for HIV despite 
recommendations for routine 
testing. 

The failure to test has con¬ 
tributed to the fact that young 
people are far less likely to get 
and stay in treatment programs 
that can keep the virus in 
check, help them stay healthy 


and reduce the risk of further 
transmission, according to the 
CDC. 

The CDC estimates that 
about 50,000 people are in¬ 
fected with HIV each year in 
the United States and that 
youth make up seven percent 
of the 1.1 million Americans 
living with HIV. 

Nearly 60 percent of new in¬ 
fections among youth occur in 
American Americans, while 20 
percent are among Hispanic 
youth and 20 percent among 
white youth. African Ameri¬ 
cans make up just 12.6 percent 
of the overall population. 

Young men were also dis¬ 
proportionately affected, rep¬ 
resenting 83 percent of those 
infected. 

This was primarily because 
of sharply higher rates among 
gay and bisexual males who 
were less likely to use con¬ 
doms, and more likely to have 
multiple partners and drink al¬ 
cohol or do drugs prior to hav¬ 
ing sex.

Ford Fusion wins LA car 
show green prize 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 2013 Ford Fusion was named 
Green Car of the Year Thursday at the LA Auto Show, as 
the US carmaker boasted having gone from "laggard to 
leader" in the environmentally-friendly vehicle market. 
The car, which Ford says will get up to the equivalent of 
100 miles (160 kilometers) per gallon (mpg), beat a short¬ 
list also including the Toyota Prius c, the Mazda CX-5 
SKYACTIV, the 2013 Dodge Dart Aero and the Ford C- 
MAX. The 2013 Fusion will be available with five different 
fuel systems, including three gas engines with varying 
fuel efficiency technology, a hybrid which gets 47 mpg 
and a plug-in hybrid expected to get over 100 mpg equiv¬ 
alent. Carmakers have for years been trying to introduce 
more fuel-efficient models with electric and hybrid elec¬ 
tric-gas power systems, but take-up has been slow, ham¬ 
pered notably by the cost compared to traditional gas 
vehicles. 



SYDNEY (AFP) - A huge red algal bloom along vast 
stretches of southeastern Australia's coastline Thursday 
resulted in beaches being closed and turned swathes of 
usually pristine ocean milky pink. The algae, noctiluca 
scintillans, forced the closure of Sydney's Bondi beach 
and a number of neighbouring inlets earlier this week, 
and government officials said it had now spread along 
the fringes of two states. Aerial footage shot over neigh¬ 
bouring Victoria state showed huge blooms of the oily 
pink scum off Bells Beach, a popular surfing spot, and 
Lome, south of Melbourne. Fisherman were advised not 
to eat anything caught in an affected area as a precau¬ 
tion. Commonly known as "sea sparkle" due to its bluish 
glow at night, noctiluca scintillans blooms typically 
occur as a result of currents bringing cold, nutrient-rich 
water to the surface. 


Scientists record most powerful quasar 
blast ever 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - US as¬ 
tronomers have detected the 
most powerful blast from a 
quasar ever recorded, offering 
the first proof of important the¬ 
ories about why the universe is 
shaped the way it is. 


The beam of energy, de¬ 
tected by the European South¬ 
ern Observatory’s Very Large 
Telescope, based in Chile, was 
at least five times larger than 
any observed before. 

The new analysis identified 


a huge flow of energy — two 
trillion times as powerful as 
the Sun and 400 times more 
massive. 

Quasars are celestial bodies 
that look like extraordinarily 
bright stars.

Fitch chops Argentina 
rating 3 notches 


Fed official sees only slight GDP hit 
from Sandy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bond 
rater Fitch chopped Argentina's 
rating Tuesday by three notches 
to CC, deep in junk territory, 
saying it expects Buenos Aires 
to default after a US court or¬ 
dered it to repay old debt. 

The downgrade "reflects 
Fitch's view that a default by 
Argentina is probable," the 
agency said. 

The downgrade came after 
a New York judge ruled on No¬ 
vember 21 that Argentina must 
repay holders of some $1.3 bil¬ 
lion worth of bonds the coun¬ 
try already defaulted on 11 
years ago. 

The judge said that Ar¬ 
gentina would have to repay 
the bondholders by December 
15, concurrent with the coun¬ 
try's obligation to pay out an¬ 
other $3 billion on previously 
restructured debt. 

Fitch said it did not expect 


Buenos Aires, already strug¬ 
gling with deteriorating state 
finances, would make the pay¬ 
ments. 

Argentina has refused to 
pay the debt, saying the bonds 
are held by predatory hedge 
funds which did not take part 
in an earlier bond swap with 
investors to resolve the 2001 
sovereign default. 

After the November 21 rul¬ 
ing, Economy Minister Heman 
Lorenzino said at a news con¬ 
ference said the country would 
appeal the decision. 

Fitch said it will monitor 
how the case evolves and the 
Argentine government's re¬ 
sponse in the coming weeks, 
but said a missed payment 
would constitute a default. 

Fitch added that the down¬ 
grade reflects the "sustained 
deterioration" of Argentina's fi¬ 
nances. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Super¬ 
storm Sandy, which battered 
the Northeast a month ago, 
should not significantly slow 
the US economy in the fourth 
quarter, a key Federal Reserve 
official said yesterday. 

New York Fed president 
William Dudley said he ex¬ 
pected the storm that struck 
New York City and the sur¬ 
rounding region would have "a 
modest negative effect" on 
growth in the October-Decem- 
ber quarter. 

"It is impossible to calibrate 
this precisely at this juncture, 
but I would guess this would 
be in the region of 0.25 to 0.50 
of a percentage point," Dudley 
said in a speech at Pace Uni¬ 
versity in New York, according 
to the prepared text. 

The powerful and deadly 
hurricane that struck in late 
October caused massive da¬ 
mage in the coastal region, 
with widespread power out¬ 


ages and flooding disrupting 
services and supplies, such as 
fuel, food and transportation. 

Dudley said that some of 
the negative effects already 
seen in recent industrial pro¬ 
duction and other indicators, 
had been offset in part by addi¬ 
tional economic activity 
spurred by the disaster. 

For example, demand had 
increased for portable genera¬ 
tors during the power outages. 

In addition, reconstruction 
likely would spur somewhat 
stronger economic growth than 
otherwise would have been ex¬ 
pected, he said. 

Economic studies show that 
natural disasters in advanced 
economies usually have negli¬ 
gible impact on longer term 
GDP growth, Dudley noted. 

"Given the resilience of the 
US economy, I expect the 
long-run effects of Sandy to be 
similarly small," he said. 

The government announced 


yesterday that US growth in 
the third quarter was stronger 
than previously thought — hit¬ 
ting an annual rate of 2.7 per¬ 
cent instead of the prior 
estimate of 2.0 percent. 

The GDP report, however, 
showed weakening in key 
growth drivers, including con¬ 
sumer and business spending, 
that analysts said pointed to a 
significant slowdown in the 
current quarter, to a pace of 
1.0-1.5 percent. 

Dudley said that even be¬ 
fore Sandy struck, growth has 
been disappointing. 

The unemployment rate, 
currently at 7.9 percent, re¬ 
mains "unacceptably high" 
amid the slow growth, he said. 

"Although the economy 
continues to expand, we must 
grow faster if we are to put all 
of our jobless workers and idle 
businesses back to work," he 
said. 


Coins could replace Dollar bills, save 
US $5.6 billion 


WASHINGTON - The super¬ 
committee charged with cut¬ 
ting trillions of dollars from 
the US debt by the end of the 
year may be able to find at 
least one relatively small- 
change solution in their wal¬ 
lets: replacing the dollar bill 
with the dollar coin. 

The controversial move 
would phase out paper bills 
and replace them with a new 
$ 1 coin, increasing production 
costs at first but saving billions 



in the long term.

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Football: Bayern out to 
end losing streak against 
Dortmund 


Football: Hiddink still 
focused asAnzhi 
face leaders CSKA 



BERLIN (AFP) - Midfielder 
Toni Kroos has said Bun- 
desliga leaders Bayern Munich 
must end their losing streak 
against Borussia Dortmund on 
Saturday after miserable recent 
league results against the 
champions. 

Bayern extended their lead 
at the top of the table to ten 
points on Wednesday with a 2- 
0 win at Freiburg while Dort¬ 
mund, who have won the 
league title for the last two 
years, lag behind in third and 
are 11 points adrift. 

Bayern managed a 2-1 pre¬ 
season victory at home to 
Dortmund in August's Super 
Cup, but Munich are eager to 
break their Bundesliga losing 
streak after losing their last 
four league matches against 
Borussia. 


"Dortmund are the team 
with the highest quality after 
us," said Bayern midfielder 
Kroos. 

"We know they are a strong 
opponent against whom we 
have had big problems in the 
last two years. 

"We want to show we can 
do better against them." 

Bayern host Dortmund at 
Munich's Allianz Arena on 
Saturday night, but last tasted 
a league victory over Borussia 
in February 2010 having failed 
even to score against Borussia 
in their last two Bundesliga de¬ 
feats. 

Dortmund have beaten Bay¬ 
ern home and away in the Bun¬ 
desliga for the last two 
seasons, culminating in a hu¬ 
miliating 5-2 victory in May's 
German Cup final in Berlin. 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Big¬ 
spending Anzhi Makhachkala, 
in the hunt for a new coach at 
the end of the season, on Sun¬ 
day have a chance to see how 
far they have come in a rela¬ 
tively short time when they en¬ 
tertain league leaders CSKA 
Moscow. 

Anzhi are lying second, 
three points behind Red Army 
side CSKA and Hiddink is 
keeping his mind firmly on the 
job in hand. 

"CSKA are a strong squad, 
which has already clinched 
success at domestic and Euro¬ 
pean level," Hiddink said on 
Thursday. "And they lead the 
league deservedly. 

Anzhi also topped the table 
not so long ago but we failed 
to stay there for a long time. 
And we have plenty of work to 
do to move to the top again." 

CSKA will again be without 
injured forwards Seydou 
Doumbia and Tomas Necid as 
well as Chilean winger Marc 
Gonzalez. 

Defending champions Zenit 
St Petersburg, who are experi¬ 
encing a difficult time after 
being handed a technical de¬ 
feat for their fans' unruly be¬ 
haviour in the away match 
with Dynamo Moscow, will 
face another Moscow club, 
Spartak, today. 

The old rivals both repre¬ 
sented Russia in the Champi¬ 
ons League but both have 
dropped out after the group 
stage. 

Spartak, meanwhile, sacked 
Spanish manager Unai Emery 
earlier this week after a 5-1 
thrashing at the hands of city 
rivals Dynamo. 


General manager Valery 
Karpin, who led Spartak to the 
runners-up spot last season, 
took over the nine-time Rus¬ 
sia's champions again as an in¬ 
terim coach. 

Spartak will be without 
skipper Sergei Parshivlyuk, 
Irish midfielder Aiden 
McGeady and goalkeeper 
Artem Rebrov. 

Wing back Yevgeny Ma¬ 
keev is also uncertain for the 
match after suffering a minor 
knee injury against Dynamo. 

Zenit have ordered 5,000 
tickets for their fans, who will 
have to submit valid passport 
details in order to secure a 
place in the ground in an at¬ 
tempt to avoid a repetition of 
the crowd trouble which cost 
the club three points against 
Dynamo. 

Meanwhile, Dynamo, who 
are showing serious progress 
under Romanian manager Dan 
Petrescu, will take on Rubin 
Kazan in a match to be played 
behind closed doors, also as a 
result of the crowd trouble 
against Zenit. 

Dynamo's Russian interna¬ 
tional striker Alexander Koko¬ 
rin is doubtful after suffering a 
minor injury in the match with 
Spartak.

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Luiz 
Felipe Scolari will get the 
chance to polish up a rep¬ 
utation dented by a disas¬ 
trous spell at Chelsea as 
his first match in charge of 
Brazil after Thursday's 
reappointment will be 
against England at Wemb¬ 
ley.

February 2009 was a blip. 

He has a strong record 
against England as he 
was in charge of the Por¬ 
tugal side which dumped 
the Three Lions out of 
Euro 2004 and also the 
2006 World Cup. 
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N BA: Tough day for Rockets ends 
with loss to Thunder 



OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla¬ 
homa (AFP) - A tough day for 
the Houston Rockets ended 
with a tough NBA loss to the 
Oklahoma City Thunder on 
Wednesday. 

In a show of support for 
coach Kevin McHale, Rockets 
team members had flown to 
Minnesota for the funeral of 
his daughter, Alexandra 
"Sasha” McHale, who died on 
Saturday after a lengthy battle 
with the auto-immune disease 
lupus.

The 45-year-old's only blemish came with a 
par-three bogey on the 13th before he hit the birdie trail 
again. "It has been some time since I shot nine-under 
and obviously it's a very good score that I can be very 
proud of," said Mardan, who has won three times on the 
Asian Tour. Supakorn, 22, who only turned professional 
this year, was delighted with his encouraging start to the 
tournament. The $500,000 King's Cup is making its re¬ 
turn after a year's absence following floods in Thailand 
last year. Australia's Rick Kulacz signed for a 65 to take 
equal fourth place alongside Spain's Javi Colomo and 
Thai trio Arnond Vongvanij, Prom Meesawat and Udorn 
Duangdecha, who won in 2010. Thailand's Thaworn 
Wiratchant, currently second in the Asian Tour Order of 
Merit, is six shots off the pace.

Football: Messi, Ronaldo, Iniesta 
up for Ballon d'Or 



Messi, Cristiano Ronaldo and 
Andres Iniesta were on Thurs¬ 
day shortlisted for this year's 
Ballon d'Or, football's world 
governing body FIFA and 
sponsors France Football mag¬ 
azine said. 

Barcelona forward Messi, 
25, has already won the title 
three times and the Argentine 
is again favourite to win the 
prize, which will be presented 
in Zurich on January 7 after 
votes from journalists, national 
team captains and coaches. 

FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
unveiled the shortlist at a news 
conference in Sao Paulo. 

"I won't say it's on a level 
with the Oscars — but it's not 
far away," joked Blatter as the 
three names were revealed 
from a long-list of 23. 

He also revealed that 
Spain's Vicente Del Bosque — 
who led the Spanish to Euro 


first side to win three back-to- 
back tournaments — was in 
line for the best coach award. 

He will be up against Real 
Madrid's Jose Mourinho and 
former Barcelona coach Pep 
Guardiola. 

For women's player of the 
year, five-time Brazilian 
champion Marta goes up 
against US pair Aby Wambach 
and Alex Morgan. 

In normal circumstances, 
Ronaldo's haul of 46 goals in 
La Liga last season — only sur¬ 
passed by Messi's astonishing 
50 — would likely have placed 
him in pole position, but 
Messi's record-breaking feats 
have left the Portuguese talis¬ 
man in his shadow. 

Former Brazil star 
Ronaldo, twice an award-win¬ 
ner, told reporters he believed 
that "it's between Messi and 
Cristiano Ronaldo — Messi 
being just a notch ahead of 


Cristiano" in his view. 

Blatter, meanwhile, said it 
was normal that generally 
players plying their trade in 
Europe would gain the lime¬ 
light, though Neymar of 
Brazil's Santos had been on a 
first list. 

South Americans have won 
the award — but overwhelm¬ 
ingly have been playing in Eu¬ 
rope, usually in Spain. 

"Europe is the benchmark 
of football," said Blatter. "So 
it's difficult for someone not 
playing in Europe to be on the 
list." 

While Messi suffered 
heartache in being denied in 
La Liga by Real Madrid and in 
the Champions League semi¬ 
finals by Chelsea, Ronaldo, 
title winner with Real, guided 
Portugal to the Euro 2012 
semi-finals before losing on 
penalties to Iniesta's Spain. 

Iniesta was voted the tour¬ 
nament's best player and edged 
out Xavi, who has three times 
finished the final poll in third 
spot. 

Other categories see Ney¬ 
mar vye with Colombian 
striker Radamel Falcao and 
Slovakia's Miroslav Stoch for 
the best goal award while best 
coach of a women's team will 
come from Bruno Bini 
(France), Norio Sasaki (Japan) 
and Pia Sundhage (Sweden). 


Tennis: 

Serena Williams 
is WTA Player of 
the Year 


PARIS (AFP) - Serena 
Williams has been named 
WTA Tour Player of the Year 
for the fourth time after win¬ 
ning Wimbledon, the US Open 
and Olympic gold in a stun¬ 
ning summer of success. 

The American started the 
year poorly amid concerns 
over her fitness and motivation 
and lost in the fourth round of 
the Australian Open. 

But back-to-back tourna¬ 
ment wins in Charleston and 
Madrid in April and May 
marked a remarkable change 
in fortune for her. 

Williams, who turned 31 in 
September, went on to win 48 
of 50 matches, landing Grand 
Slam titles at Wimbledon and 
the US Open and taking gold 
in London where she defeated 
Maria Sharapova 6-0, 6-1 in 
the final. 

She then finished the year in 
fitting style by winning the 
WTA Tour Championships in 
Istanbul although she re¬ 
mained ranked third in the 
world behind Victoria 
Azarenka and Sharapova. 

After her win in Turkey she 
said: 'T've always said if I'm 



playing well and doing every¬ 
thing right, it's really difficult 
to beat me. 

Williams was previously 
honoured with the WTA award 
in in 2002, 2008 and 2009. 

In the 36-year history of the 
Player Of The Year award, 
Williams is one of only three 
players to win it more than 
twice, alongside eight-time 
winner Steffi Graf and seven¬ 
time winner Martina 
Navratilova. 

Four players have won the 
award twice - Monica Seles, 
Lindsay Davenport, Justine 
Henin and Kim Clijsters. 
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
